banks, tru.st companies and mer­ 
cantile and manufacturing com­ 
panies throughout th<‘ country. 
‘‘It must be distinctly under­ 
stood,” declared Festus J. Wade, 
chairman of the St. Louis (bear­ 
ing House Association, and origin­ 
ator of the plan “ that this is not 
a movement for the purchase of 
cotton. 
Is is simply a niovemen, 
to make available a fund of $150,- 
000000 to loan on cotton at not 
to »xceed Go p«*r pound middling 
basis. 
The establishment, of this 
1 ond will make the cotton crop a 
liquid asset, stabilize its price and 
bring about normal business con­ 
ditions in all lines of trade.” 
The amount to be raised by each 
financial center will be apportion­ 
ed by the committee at a meeting 
to be held within the next few 
days, providing the general plan 
meets the approval of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury and the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board.

GOVERNOR SUBMITS 


ACREAGE REDUCTION 


Message Read in Legislature But 


No Action is Taken. 


Austin, ()«*t. 5.—Governor Col­ 
quitt today submitted to the leg 
islature the question of enacting a 
law limiting th»* cotton acreage 
for the next year. Accompanying 
his message was a hill drawn bv 
Attorney General Looney, provid 
ing that no “ one household or cor­ 
poration shall plant more than 2d 
acres in cotton next year, the pen 
alty for violation to he from 1 to 
5 years imprisonment or a fine not 
to exceed $5,000 or both. Accord 
ing to th*» estimate of tin Govern 
or such limitation will cut dow*n 
th<* acreage one-half. 
In submitting the question Gov 
<*nior Colquitt declared 
that Ir* 
has been 
contemplating submit­ 
ting tin* question for some time, 
but that In* had “ entertained some 
doubt as to whether the legisla­ 
ture had the power to enact such 
a law.” He has determined, how*- 
ever, he continues, to resolve the 
doubt in favor of the proposition 
and therefore submitted it. 
Th.* 
message states that he has been 
advised 
by 
Attorney 
General 
Looney that the legislature has 
the power under the police power 
of the state to enact such legis 
lation and that Mr. Looney had 
prepared a bill which in his opin­ 
ion will stand the test. 
It has been known 
for 
some 
time that Governor Colquitt would 
submit this subject. He is seeking 
to obtain concerted action by all 
of the Southern States on the ques­ 
tion, so that Texas will 
not be 
made to carry the burden for th * 
other stat»*«. 
The legislature of 
South Carolina was convened in 
special session today to take up 
the question.

Fort Worth, Texas, Oct. 7.—The 
United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture has just completed a re­ 
port showing the average price 
paid for cotton in the 14 states 
which produce the staple. 
Th«* 
price in only twro states is lower 
than in Texas. According to the 
report, the Texas 
price 
is 8.» 
cents; in Oklahoma 8 cents and 
Georgia 7.9 cents per pound. The 
average for the entire nation is 
8.7 cents per pound. 
During the past 30 days the con­ 
dition of the ungathered portion 
of the Texas crop has improved 
8 per cent, but the 
price 
per 
pound has decreased 3.7 cents. If 
the present price prevails and the 
yield is the same as that of last 
year, which is probable, the farm­ 
ers of Texas will secure $80,000.- 
000 less for this year’s crop than 
was paid for the 
1913 produc­ 
tion.

1HE TREASON OF 


THE BUNKERS 


An unerring flu ^ r has been ptr. 
[ upon one of tin* most serious of 
the sore spots of 
th** 
Southern 
cotton situation by th»* Secretary 
ol the Treasury, 
he 
ba^ 
flatly 
charged that financial institutions 
ot the South, instead of making 
every effort to assist in the bur* 
I den of carrying cotton, have loi* 
! towed in large degree, exactly the 
I opposite course and are increas- 
! mg rather than decreasing the d if­ 
ficulties of the situation, 
j 
A list of nearly 250 banks ac­ 
cused of hoarding cash in exces­ 
sive proportions to their deposits 
has been made public, and others 
are to be announced as the infor­ 
mation is gathered from the re­ 
ports being made by the Secretary 
of tin* Treasury under the recent 
calls for statem ent of condition, 
as of August 31. 
Apparently these 
banks 
have 
not considered their publie duty, 
which in a part of the conditions 
under which banks are permitted 
to do business. 
They have seem­ 
ingly forgotten that the 
money 
placed on deposit with them is not 
their own and that it should b< 
utilized in the most liberal man­ 
ner. 
The condition of the reserves of 
these banks is in sharp contrast 
with those in many' of the larger 
cities, particularly 
New 
York, 
where th«* reserves hav«* been per­ 
mitted to fall many millions be­ 
low the requirement of the law 
and yet no criticism has been made 
of this action by tin* H«*cretary of 
the Treasury, who recognizes the 
critical character of the situation, 
and the 
extraordinary 
methods 
necessary to handle it. 
In fact, 
the attitude of hanks pursuing the 
course indicated by those whose 
names and reserve percentages ar- 
listed, is little short of treason to 
the sections in which they are op­ 
erating, and merchants, farmers 
and others who do not remember 
in future these banks and the men 
operating them will deserve what­ 
ever treatm ent th«*y will be ac­ 
corded. 
Still further evidence of the e x ­ 
treme narrowness of the attitude 
of Southern banks is shown in a 
circular letter issued by the pres­ 
ident of one bank whose interests 
in a chain of other banks enables 
him to ex«*reise a very wide-spread 
control. 
This bank president has 
directed every bank in the chain 
in which lie is interested to “ ab­ 
solutely shut down on any more 
loans. • * * 
Do not under any 
circum stances w hatever make any' 
turther loans to your customers 
to pay notes and accounts to the 
wholesalers. 
Let 
the 
latter do 
their own toting. 
This also in­ 
cludes lending on cotton 
ware­ 
house receipts of one form or an­ 
other, and 
also the 
lending of 
small amounts to farmers and oth­ 
ers in order to keep from selling 
cotton. * * * 
Do your very ut­ 
most to get in every dollar that 
you can on your present loans. * * 
* 
Do not consent to renew any 
o f your present notes w ithout spe­ 
cial authority in each case from 
our office.” jf this case is typical, 
and there are evidences that it is, 
no words an* strong 
enough to 
characterize the action 
of 
this 
man, who, in the public interest, 
should be driven out of business. 
Some Texas Offenders. 
Still another ease in point comes 
from a large hardware concern in 
Dallas, Texas, which has issued a 
circular to its trade in which it is 
stated, “ Some of the best inform ­ 
ed bankers here toll us they will 
not loan any of the money they 
egt from the governm ent under 
the Yreeland net 011 
cotton, al­ 
though, according to law, 
they 
have a right to do so. 
They do 
not regard this m oney under the 
term* they agreed to pay for it as 
loan money, but 
as 
em ergency 
money to be on hand for deposit­ 
ors and not for borrowers.” 
The attitude of these bankers is 
diam etrically 
oposed to the an- 
nouneed purposes of the Secretary 
ot the Treasury in applying cot­ 
ton as proper security for the pro­ 
tection ot \ reeland act notes. It. 
is still another instance of South­ 
ern bankers who do not appre­ 
ciate the fact that they owe a duty 
to the public whose funds they 
are permitted to handle. 
It is not to be understood that 
all bankers and business men in 
the South are taking the attitude 
indicated in these particular in­ 
stances, but the evidence is accum­ 
ulating that a sufficient number of 
them are doing so to very serious­ 
ly, indeed, dangerously, interfere 
w ith the present difficult situa­ 
tion.
